‘SOVIET MENACE. 
According to the reports of the De- 
partment of Justice there are at least 35,- 
000 persons in the United States whose 
only visible means of support is the money 
they receive ‘from radical sources for the 
dissemination of soviet propaganda. Most 
of them are speakers who are paid to go 
into industrial centers and foment discon- . 
tent. After them come the distributors of 
soviet literature and the organizers of Com- 
munist secret societies. 
With such a force working to capitalize 
unrest throdghout the country it is not sur- 


should occur, especially among the em- 
Ployees of the railroads who had been fed 
for months on- the alluring but false hope 
that the government was going to retain 
Possession of the roads and sovietize them 
for the benefit of those who worked on 
them. 

Residents of Los Angeles will recall that, 
six months ago,.a procession numbering 
thousands passed through the streets fly- 
ing banners of protest against the return 
of the railroads to their owners. That was 
a propaganda procession, organized for the 
purpose of solidifying the opposition to pri- 
Vate ownership. While not one person in 
’ fifteen in the city took part in it, yet, when 
viewed without reflection as to the total 
population of the community in which it 
was organized, it appeared formidable 

Gustave le Bon, one of the greatest 
French philosophers and thinkers the pres- 
ent generation has produced, has made a 
life study of the psychology of crowds and 
the psychology of revolutions. He writes 
in a recent work on the French and Rus- 
sian revolutions that: | 

Who studies revolutions, either rell- 
gious or political, will be impressed 
with the insignificant bearing of the 
rational value of a belief upon its prop- 
agation, the inefficacy of persecution, 
the impossibility of tolerance between 
contradictory beliefs and the violent 
and desperate struggles resulting from 
the conflict of different faiths. 

Le Bon cites .repeated historic examples 
in support of the contention that the ab- 
solute falsity of a belief will not mitigate 
against ite popularity, provided it offers to 
the masses a new hope. But he points out. 
further that, “unless it is universal and ex-

FOR THE JOB. 

Mr. J. M..Keynes, official representa- 
tive of the British treasury at the Paris 
Peace Conference up to June, 1919, and also 
@ member of the Supreme Economical 
Council, in a recently-published book upon 
“The Consequences of Peace,” pays a high 
tribute to Herbert Hoover. He says: 

Europe should never forget the ex- 
traordinary assistance - rendered her 
during the first.six months of 1919 
through the agency of Mr. Hoover and 
‘the American Commission of Relief. | 
will carried through with 
more tenacity and sincerity and skill, 
and with less thanks either asked or 
given. The ungrateful governments of 
Europe owe much more to the states- 
manship and insight of American work- 
ers than they have yet appreciated or 
will ever acknowledge. The American 
Relief Committee, and they only, saw 
the European position during those 
months in its true perspective and felt 
toward it as men should. It was their 
efforts, their energy and the American 
resources placed at their disposal by 
the President, often acting in the teeth 
of European obstruction, which not only 
saved an immense amount of human 
suffering, but averted a widespread 
breakdown of the European system. 

Mr. Hoover was the only man who 
emerged from the ordeal of Paris with 
an enhanced reputation. This complex 
personality, with the habitual air of a 

_ Wearied Titan (or some might put ft an 
exhausted prize fighter,) his eyes stead- 
fly fixed on the true and essentia] facts 
of the European situation, imported in- 
to the councils of Paris, when he took 
part in them, precisely that atmosphere 
of reality, knowledge, magnanimity and 
disinterestedness which, if they had 
been found in other quarters also, 
would have given us the good peace. 
It is certainly to be regretted, if the 
statement of this author (whose book has 
attracted wide attention and comment for 


ing the world) is to be accepted, that 
larger share in the preparation of the 
, League of Nations was not awarded to Mr. 
Hoover. But the United States, at the 
present time and through the coming years 
of travail which are inevitable to a period 
of adjustment to new world conditions and 
to changed conditions in our own country, 
needs just the qualities ascribed to Herbert 
Hoover. 

We need his knowledge of the situation 
in Europe and of the problems that are 
pressing here at home. We need largeness 
of view, a magnanimity that holds no ani- 
mosities nor reprisals; and above all we 
need a hand at the helm which is actuated 
only by the interests of the people—at home 
and abroad. 

And if the people of the United States do 
not avail themselves of the opportunity to 
put this man in the White House next year 
it will be their own fault. The power is in 
thefr hands to do this—if they have to 
smash all precedents’ and wreck all ma- 
chinery of the political game as it has been 
played in the past. The situation is too 
critical; we are still too near to a world 
upheaval; the ‘Good Peace” ig still too far 
off and too complicated by self-seeking and 
short-visioned national and party interests 
_»~to risk the Presidential office in the hands 
of any man who has not proven himself 
fitted for the Jot. !
